Senator Foraker’s acceptance of the 
invitation to speak in Philadelphia at 
a meeting engineered by the Penrose- 
urham machine was generally dis- 
cussed in the press as the first step in 
his plan to capture the Republican 
nomination for the presidency in 1908 
through the support of the railroads 
and other forces antagonistic toward 
the administration. Later, however, 
Mr. Foraker canceled this engagement 
for fear his agpearance in Philadelphia 
would be interpreted as having direct 
reference to local troubles. His with- 
drawal was generally ascribed to the 
attitude of the administration in mak- 
ing it known that no friend of the 
president would lend a hand to aid,the 
Philadelphia machine. 


Hughes Declines; Ivins Accepts. 

After having been nominated at the 
last moment for mayor of New 
York by the Republican’ organization, 
Charles E. Hughes, the counsel for 
the insurance investigation committee, 
told the Republican leaders that the 
‘work he had in hand was so incon- 
sistent with the position offered that 
he could not undertake both without 
danger to both: This left the Repub- 
licans still at sea for the head of their 
icity ticket. Mr. Hughes said that a 
‘paramount public duty forbade him 
from accepting the nomination. 

The Republican committee on va- 
cancies finally selected William M. 
Ivins; who served as city chamberlain 
under Mayors Grace and Hewitt and 
who was largely instrumental in in- 
troducing the Australian ballot in this 
country. Mr. Ivins was willing to run. 
Tammany completed its city ticket 
without indorsing: District Attorney 
Jerome.

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THE REGENT ECLIPSE - 


As it was Seen by an Andover Boy. 
From the Story and Pictures of the 
Philadelphia Ledger. 

A very. interesting section of the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger of Oct. 8, 
with almost a page of pictures of great 
merit, tells of the’ very successful work 
of one of the Lick Eclipse expeditions, 
as it was observed’ by an Andover boy, 


Frederic Palmer, jr. The pictures were 
from photos made by Mr. Palmer and 
the story of the eclipse is most enter- 
tainiug, The trip must of itself have been 
a very delightful-one sailing from New 
York in July and arriving at their-camp- 
ing place in a little village north of 
Madrid in Spain-about three weeks later. 
The eclipse itself can be told of in no 
way so vividly as by quoting Mr. 
Palmer’s own words. 


“The day before the eclipse was occu- 
pied with final adjustments and more 
hours of practice, this time under try- 
ing conditions, for the sky was covered 
with heavy clouds, and the wind was 
high, so that the timekeeper lost his 
voice after counting through the three 
minutes and forty-five seconds only 
once. ‘The chances of bright weather on 
the morrow. seemed very small; and we 
felt. discouraged, 

Thé fact that the newspaper reported 
stormy conditions all over Spain made 
us all the happier to find waiting for us 
a perfect day, without either cloud or 
wind! It was un-hoped for luck, and 
acted like a tonic to us all. Our final 
rehearsal went off without a tremor. 

While’ the ladies were urgirg us to 
snatch a mouthful of the lunch they had 
brought, some one noticed the small 
notch in the -western edge of the sun’s 
disc, which meant that the partial phase 
of the eclipse had begun. Nevertheless, 
we had an hour yet, for it was only 12 
o’clock, and we did not expect totality 
to begin till shortly after 1. 

Eclipse Begins with Cloud 

By this time the neighboring hill was 
crowded with spectators from the town, 
whom the soldiers with difficulty kept 
back from the camp as far as possible, 
so that if they should cry out when to- 
tality commenced the noise woul 
disturb-our signals. 
two things still to be done in the way of 
final adjustment ; but only a few mo- 
ments remained. We groaned aloud as 
asmall thin cloud, the only one in the 
sky, stationed itself directly between us 
and the sun. Neverthelessit..was_for- 
tunately thin enough to permit good 
seeing. 

Darker and darker it grew, a yellowish 
green light seeming to ‘settle over the 
earth. Familiar objects assumed a 
strange appearance. Birds flew about 
wildly. Now only a thin crescent of the 
sun was visible. With trembling hands 
each instrument was quickly.set point- 
ing directly toward the sun, and the 
regulating clock started. All'was ready. 

“One minute!” The last adjustment 
had been finished not a moment too 
soon. 

“Twenty seconds!” 

“Go! " 

“One! Two! Three! Four!”’— 

Totality 17 Seconds Ahead 

Totality had come nearly seventeen 
seconds ahead of schedule time! Our 
warning signal, twelve: seconds before- 
hand,” was never given. Instead of 
causing confusion, this unexpected cir- 
cumstance was taken with entire equani- 
mity by our assistants, who fell into the 
count at once, and worked straight 
through ‘without uttering a word. 

The sky turned ashen gray. ‘There 
was a chill in the air. Venus and 
Mercury shone out brilliantly, while 
from behind the black disc of the moon 
shot the pale green coronal streamers 
millions of miles into space. Upon two 
opposite sides the moon’s rim seemed to 
be set with flaming rubies, where the 
great red jets of hydrogen blazed forth 
from the sun thousands of miles beyond 
the surface of the moon. It was at once 
evident that the corona was quite evenly 
developed all the way around, making 
an almost circular halo about the moon, 
brilliant at its very edge, and rapidly 
diminishing as you followed the curving 
streamers Out to a distance a ‘little 
greater than the diameter of, the sun, 
This circular appearance of thé corona 
had been predicted from data taken at 
previous observations, which showed a 
tendency to this form every eleven 
years. It was about as dark as it 
would be ordinarily at 8 o’clock on a 
July evening, but not enough to inter- 
fere with handling the instruments 
properly. 

Great Outburst From Sun 
Suddenly, at the moon’s western edge 
there was a blaze of light, which almost 
immediately became a crescent of the 
sun. To one who was standing with his 
back to the eclipse the landscape ap- 
pearea suddenly illuminated, as if by 
the explosion of some great rocket in the 
upper air. The effect was instantane- 
ous. Nor were we expecting it, for the 
count had reached only three minutes 
and thirty-eight seconds. We were thus 
cheated out of seven of our precious 
seconds.”

A Drive to Haggetts Pond. 


“Nature never grows old.” Spring, 
with the singing of: birds and apple 
blossoms ; summer, with its sunshine and 
flowers; autumn, mellow and: rich in 
golden grain and colored foliage; winter, 
with its suowy mantle, are all beautiful 
to the lover of nature. Many good 
people have eyes to see and see not. It 
is said of Walter Scott’s wife that hear- 
ing the remark made:by that prince of 
novelists when they were out-driving 
that these lambs running ip the pasture 
were beautiful, without looking in their 
direction replied, ‘‘ Yes, they are: good 
eating: with mint sauce.” You have all 
heard of the girl from a big city when 
she came to see her friends who lived on 
afarm. Qn being shown the cows asked, 
“ Which one gives the buttermilk?” 


Andover is rich is beautiful places. 
‘rhe roads all around. it.are surrounded 
by “things of beauty, which are a joy 
forever.” On the last day of September 
I got a drive to Haggetts Pond. We 
went by Red Spring Road,;-and came 
back the high road. The afternoon was 
fine, aud I enjoyed the outing very much, 
The thought in my mind when we were 
passing the “spring” was that one quart 
of this Red Spring water was worth all 
the patent quack medicines in the 
world. The old Abbot house and the 
stately old trees sheltering it with their 
big arms, and the brook across the road 
which “ goes on forever”, put one in 
touch with the past and the present. 
Where are the men that put up that 
house, and where are the children who 
“paidled’* in that brook -when those 
trees were planted? On moving slowly 
up-the hill past ‘‘ Blood’s" we got a 
sailor’s salute from ‘“ George” and his 
dogs, and noticed that he had a grand 
crop of onions in his garden. _We-were 
pleased to see that Jameson’s ‘new 
house”, a very neat farmhouse, was 
nearly ready to be occupied. 

The drive from Mr. Jameson’s place to 
the West Parish highway always put me 
in mind of Scotland. All it wants is a 
high background of heather hills. The 
grass even ‘on this last day of September 
all the way to the pond was fresh and 
green, giving a good bite to the healthy 
looking cows. The white leghorn fowls, 
enjoying the grasshoppers on the «greén 
park at one of the Lovejoy farms, always 
pleases me to look at. . At Watson’s we 
were delighted seeing his stock of very 
fine Jersey and Dutch cows. When 
passing the now tidy place occupied. by 
Mr. Hilton we got some excellent apples. 
There is a little farm on opposite side of 
the road from Hilton’s, a few hundred 
yards nearer Haggetts.’ 1 don’t know 
who lives there now. I there saw a 
Scotch cow, or it may be a. good imita- 
tion. She was alone, a black bulky 
animal with short fine legs and big clear 
black eyes, a fair’ sample apparently of 
the ‘Aberdeen Angus” cattle. They 
have no horns on their heads, and_are 
celebrated for the weight of butcher- 
meat. they give for their live weight. 

Just. that.same day I had been reading 
of tlie sale of twenty cattle of that 
breed. They. were two and three-year- 
old heifers, and brought to their owner 
almost $6000, the average being nearly 
$300. 

I miss Mr. Boynton and his white 
Brahma fowls, .and his kindly sister. 
Mr. Boynton was one of nature’s geutle- 
men, an old Phillips Academy boy, a 
good musician, and knew tbe history of 
his country, and believed in her future. 

The afternoon was wearing into 
gloaming. and. we: had a very short time 
to spend sailing on the lake. The visit- 
ors, cottagers, and campers were all 
away, but the pond,’ glittering in the 
setting sun as she bade us good-night 
over Burtt’s cove, lives in my memory; 
and the kindly way the strong arms 
of Mr. Bailey lifted me like a child from 
the boat is not forgotten. I pulled some 
beautiful wild asters, and in a shady 
nook I found rich bits of golden rod and 
a bit of common bracken fern, and so 
had as finea bouquet as one could wish. 
We came home-in good time. We were 
just in time to see Mr. Averill’s hand- 
some graded cows, and the rich grass on 
his farm accounts for the good milk I 


get every morning. I have gone to 
Haggetts often during these twenty 
years. I grow old. Nature is always 


growing.

The Von Behring Cung Cure. 

The feature of the last session of the 
International. Tuberculosis congress at 
Paris. was the statement made: by Pro- 
fessor von Behring, the distinguished 
bacteriologist of the Pasteur institute, 
concerning the nature of his new tu- 
berculosis cure. He said that his cura- 
tive principle differed completely from 
the antitoxic principle, resting upon 
the living cells 
of the organism 
with a_ sub- 

stance originat- 
~ ing from tuber- 
culosis virus. 
The  introduc- 
tion of this sub- 
stance into the 
cellular organ- 
ism had alréady 
given marked 
results in the 
treatment of 
animals, and he 
hoped to over- 
come results in 
treating human 
beings. The ex- 
periments with 
men have not 
yet been made. 
The exact method which he employs in 
separating and applying the curative 
substance he refused to make public. 
There was talk of a subscription to re- 
munerate him for making his discov- 
ery public property. He refused to 
consider any such offer, preferring to 
proceed with his experiments until the 
scientific societies shall have proclaim- 
ed the value of his work. Professor 
von Behring is the man credited with 
having discovered the serum treat- 
ment for dyphtheria, and he won the 
Nobel prize in 1901 for his success in 
preventing tuberculosis in animals by 
inoculation. , 

The tuberculosis congress decided to 
meet in Washington in 1908.

James H, Shaw, for the past 20 years 
a brakeman on the Boston and Maine 
was run over by a freight Monday 
vfternoon at 5,05 o'clock, Both of his 
legs* were almost crushed, and as a 
result of the shock and loss of blood 
he died-at—the-General_hospita] abou: 
S o'clock in the evening. 


Just how the accident, which caused 
his death occurred, no one seems tO 
know. Shaw with’ several others vas 
assisting to shift cars into and in the 
vicinity ef the freight house. 

Shaw was in the shed and afier the 
freight train .had pulled out the fellow 
\vorkers of Shaw were horrified to see 
him on the ground, moaning and semi- 
conscious, They ran to him and found 
that both of his legs were crushed, the 
cers having passed over them, ‘The 
ambulance was sent for and the victim 
was in the hospital at 5.25 o’clock. 
The condition of Shaw would not per- 
mit of amputation and he was made 
as comfortable as possible by the phy- 
sicians and nurses, while stimulants 
were given in an effort to fortify his 
constitution for an operation, He lin- 
gered until 8 o'clock at times conscious 
and again delirious, and finally breath- 
ed his last. . 

It was found that his right leg was 
crushed between the ankle and the 
knee and two toes were also badly 
crushed, The left leg was also crushed 
between ,the knee and hip and the toes 
on the member were also badly bruis- 
ed, If the victim had lived amputa- 
tion would have been necessary. Doc- 
tors McAllister, Carleton and Sargent 
attended the victim and did all possi- 
ble to relieve his sufferings. 

The deceased resided at 24 Broadway 
avenue and his wife was notified early 
in the evening.

GRANITE CONTRACT GOES TO A 
LAWRENCE FIRM. 


The Lawrence Granite company hes 
secured the contract to supply granite 
to the new Wood mill. The contract is 
probably the largest ever awarded in 
this city. r 

Those in charge of the work at the 
new mill have shown an interest in 
Lawrence firms and help and except in 
cases where they are absolutely obliged 
to go outside of the city, all the work 
is. being. done by loca! men. 


The contract calls for almost five 
miles of stone. The number of mén 
employed has been enlarged to 30 and 
four quarries aré getting out the 
granite that-will be needed in the new 
mill. 

The firm will furnish alt tne granite 
sills and if these were stretched out 
they would measure a trifle over thre: 
miles. The granite underpinning will 
mean another mile and the pier caps 
steps, threshold and -odd-pieces-of gran-__ 
ite here and there will bring the con- 
tract up to about five miles of granite 
if stretched out. : 

Six cars.of granite are cut up every 
day so that. showing the enormousness 
cf the contract.
